'23 
in Novel Resolution. 



A revival of the old time inter-class 
debates was held yesterday afternoon, 
when representatives of Comm. '23 
met thoi'e of Arts '23 in a debate. A 
good number of backers from both 
both classes were present. Both 
groups arc to be congratulated on the 
efficient manner in which the debate 
was conducted, and also because they 
had revived an institution which ought 
to flourish at McGill.

Ei C. Amaron, Arts '23, presided, 
and the speakers were: LcMci'suricr 
and Wells, of Arts '23, for the affirma- 
tive; while Mitchell and Winslow, of 
Comm.

The judges were Prof. Latham, 
Duncan, Comm. '23. and Van' Lcet, 
Arts '23. 

After the judges had considered the 
arguments presented by both sides, 
Duncan declared that the decision 
went to Arts '23, of the affirmative 
He stated that the arguments pre- 
sented by both -sides were good, but 
that Comm. '23 had not laid enough 
stress and emphasis on the word "Es- 
sential" in the resolution, and tuffcr 
ed somewhat on that account. 



Last night, in Fcrrier Hall, oi the 
Theological College, an entertainment 
was given by the Theological students 
of the above college in aid ot" mis- 
sions. The hall was well filled, and 
all who availed themselves of the op- 
portunity of attending were reward- 
ed by an excellent programme, con- 
sisting of dramatic rcctials and musi- 
cal selections. -Principal Smyth was 
in the chair. 

Recitals from Dickens by Rev. All- 
worth Eardley, ot Douglas Methodist 
Church, constituted the greater part of 
the evening's entertainment; and these 
in themselves.' were easily sufficient to 
make the entertainment a great suc- 
cess. Mr. Eardley has gained ability in 
the. art of recitation and his elocution 
is beyond reproach, his clarity of 
speech causing his listeners; to hear 
each Word without the' slightest of 
difficulty. 

1 1 is first two selections were from 
hat well known classic of Dickens, 
'A Christmas Carol," and the con- 
trasts between the hard and cruel 
Scrooge and his jovial nephew were 
cverly brought out by Mr. Eardley. 
He also gave a mysterious and ghost- 
like rendering of Littilc Tim's "God 
)lcis us every one," put a perfect fin- 
shing touch to this part of the pro- 
gramme. 

A touch of the humorous was then 
introduced by the elocutionist, and 
his depiction oi the romantic sales 
clerk, Horatio Sparkins, kept the au- 
dience conttinualjy in smiles or in 
laughter, the deep and weighty philo- 
sophy of the redoubtable Sparkins.' bc- 
ng particularly well rendered. 

Mr. Eardley then mingled humor 
and pathos by giving several sclec 
tions from "Nicholas Xicklohy," in 
eluding the satirical school scene, 
where the beggarly and urchin-like 
students arc depicted as learning bot- 
any' by weeding the master's garden, 
and developing other «tudicï by simi- 
ar methods. 

The last selection was distinctly hu- 
morous, and judging by the prolonged 
applause by the audience upon its 
completion, it was decidedly pleasing 
to those present. This was the ever- 
popular speech by Sgt. Buzfitz, in 
which he so eloquently and sympathe- 
tically appealed to the jury in the no- 
torious trial against Pickwick • for 
breach of promise. The eloquence of 
Duzfuz may have been great, but it 
could not have 'been equal to that of 
Mr. Eardley, who rose to magnificent 
heights and brought his hearers into 
convulsions of laughter by his re- 
markably humorous rendering of this 
speech to the jury. 

Besides these recitations, there 
were some delightful musical numbers 
on the programme. During the 
course of the evening Mrs. Homer 
Vipond sang four sélections, all, of 
which were enthusiastically received. 
Mrs.'. • Vipond has a fine voice, and 
showed good ability in the handling 
of the four pieces, with which she fa- 
voured the audience. Miss Marjorie 
Ramsey, a talented violinist, also gave

in the Maldivc Islands. Mr. DcPinto 
is a native of Ceylon, and has been 
itudying in the States and Canada 
during the past few years, being well 
known here. 

Prof. Caldwell, of the Faculty of 
Arts, expressed the thanks of the 
meeting to the artists, who had pro- 
vided the entertainment, and he point- 
ed out the great value to be obtained 
from the knowledge of good litera- 
ture. He also stated that though 
many philosopher existed during the 
nineteenth century, that Dickens was 
probably the grcatc.-t social philoso- 
pher of them all. Upton seconded this 
vote of thanks, and Dr. Smyth, with 
a few words, brought a very success- 
ful evening to a close.

Standing high up among the Little 
Tin Gods around the campus is the 
portly figure of Ralph Fitzgerald 
Fitz is one of the veteran students of 
the college, having come with the class 
of Arts '19, back in the fall oi '15-. Dur- 
ing his stay in the Arts faculty he held 
several of the executive positions there, 
notably that of President of his year. 
One of the features of his early years at 
the University wais the rush held here, 
when he was at the head of the second 
year. Fitz found that the Freshmen 
were just a little too strong in num- 
bers for the successful staging of an 
open battle, so he proceeded Lo make 
plans whereby the executives of the 
Freshmen years in the various facul- 
ties were carried off and kept in quiet 
and secluded quarters for a few days. 
When the remainder -of the class was 
also given an enforced rest, the pro- 
fessors complained about the sparse at- 
tendance at lectures and the rush ended 
rather suddenly. However, it was a 
lively party while it lasted. 

Offices naturally flowed in Fitz- 
gerald's direction, and those that he 
did not turn away from their course 
stayed with him for a short lime. He 
was President of the McGill Y.M.C.A. 
before it changed its title and. in ad- 
dition to numerous smaller offices, was 
the chief executive o>i the Intcr-Fratcr- 
nity Council. Since he joined the class 
of Medicine '22 he has been a familiar 



figure on all of the committees in charge 
of activities there, from a King Cook 
celebration to a Medical Dance or 
Dinner. 

In athletics our Little Tin God has 
also quite a list of honors. His early 
efforts were along the line of gym- 
nastic work and he won the Harvey 
Harvey Cup and the Wickstced Bronze 
Medal. He played hasketball and class 
2nd faculty football, while during the 
session of 1919-20 he was a member of 
the senior football team. 

Fitz was born in Toronto, but, with 
his usual foresight, abandoned that 
city 1 at an early age and fettled in the 
West. He gradui'.ed from Canary 
High School and came directly to Mc- 
Gill. He took the B.Sc. degree in Arts 
here bciforc entering Medicine and has 
been an honor student throughout both 
of his courses. -He is a member of the 
Alplva Omera Honorary Medical Fra- 
ternity. Music is his favorite hobby 
when he has the opportunity to indulge 
in it. 

It has been rather well known in many 
quarters of the University that Filz 
jcrald could have had the choice of 
many student offices had he wished 
lo take them. A member of the gradu- 
ating class this spring his departure 
will be a real loss to McGill as far as 
the student activities arc concerned, for 
he has been a big factor in the suc- 
cess of many of the organizations 
around the campus.

In the last of the scheduled Inter-

McGill swimming trams have rarely 
lost any meets, in fact, this year's loss 
to Toronto Varsity is about the fourth 
ever suffered by a McGill team. Once 
— in 1913— they made a trip to the 
States, participating in three meets, 
at Pennsylvania. Yale and Revere. 
One of the results of this trip lies 
amongst McGill's trophies. It is a 
handsome and large shield, having the 
following inscription, "Shield won in 
191.1 from Brookline Swimming Club 
at Ocean Pier Baths, Revere, Mass/' 
It is a permanent trophy. 

The names of the team's members 
were as follows: G. Hodgson, F. Mc- 
Gill, G. Draper, E. Stavcrt, A. A. 
Mackay, E. McLean, II . Patterson. 
The first three were the main star's 
of the team on the trip, of which Mc- 
Gill obtained two out of three wins'. 

McGill were both Intercollegiate 
and Canadian champions that year. 
Hodgson held all the Canadian re- 
cords from forty yards up. He also 
held the world's championship re- 
cords for the four hundred and fif- 
tcn hundred metres. While tucking 
these latter two records under his 
belt, he defeated the foremost swim- 
mers of the world at the Olympic 
games in 1912. McKay, manager of 
the team, was the fastest all-round 
man in Canada in his time. He was 
second to Hodgson at this time in 
the fifty yards. 

Draper was an excellent diver. He 
also got away with several Iutcrcol- 
cgiatc dashcy on different occasions. 

Frank McGill, who is still well- 
known to followers of the water 
sport, was the youngest member of 
the team. He was also a member of 
the Canadian Indoor Relay Cham- 
pionship team and the Intercollegiate 
Championship Relay team. 

With a "team of champions" it is 
little to be wondered at when unusual- 
ly large interest was manifested on 
the team's appearance at each meet. 

In Pennsylvania the meet was only 
won in the last race. McGill! had 
been used to high diving boards, and 
only 'low ones were used. This held 
the score down, making a tic with 
one race left. That race was the relay 
McGill won. No one present ever 
forgot that race. 

At Yale, McGill were again con- 
fronted with only low diving boards. 
This time it cost them a defeat by 
two points. 

At Revere, McGill won the most 
exciting of the meets, against the 
Brookline Swimming Club. Hodg- 
son landed three firsts for his team at 
tin's meet. When lie was at Pennsyl- 
vania he broke both the American 
and Canadian Intercollegiate records 
for the "two-twenty," one hundred 
and fifty yards respectively. The re- 
lay race again provided a climax 
suitable to the excitement and inter- 
est exhibited. The time, four seconds 
faster than a similar relay run that 
same night, by Harvard and Brown 
Universities, gives one an idea of 
how speedy these former représenta 
tives' of Old McGill were. A remind 
cr of their prowess is the magnificent 
shcild they 'brought back on their re 
turn from that trip.
